The court struck down as un- 
constitutional, and as a “‘trans- 
parent artifice’ to deprive school 
children of their constitutional 
rights, a segregationist Louisiana 
law. It was one which permitted 
a school district to abandon pub- 
lic education when confronted 
with a court order to integrate its 
classes. 


The local option law, said the 
court, violates the equal protec- 
tion clause of the 14th Amend- 
ment. If a state maintains public 
é€ducation in some districts and 
abandons it in others, then it ‘cer- 
tainly is true that there is not 
equal protection of the law. 


First Day 

When Atlanta's first day was 
done there was a good reaction. 
Even on the part of those who 
had been strongly opposed, there 
was the realization that the pres- 
ence of niné neat, well-mannered, 
talented Negro children in the 
schools was not a calamity. They 
came from Christian homes. Their 
parents were persons of excellent 
reputation. 


And there was offered, too, the 
deadly parallel of juveniles from 
an adjoining county who, in con- 
duct, and action, including the 
possession of weapons, did not 
appear as very good advertise- 
ments for the Klans and Councils 
which had poisoned and exploited 
their youth with a philosophy of 
hate. 


The Atlanta program was the 
product of many persons and or- 
ganizations. Even so, it could not 
have been possible had it not been 
for the fact that thousands of 
mothers and fathers who were not 
cogs in organizational work dis- 
played such a sound, common- 
sense awareness of the alterna- 
tive . . . mobs, closed schools, 
chaos. 


They did not need the text from 
Louisiana that this is no time to 
experiment with ignorance. 


They had come to see that the 
primary issue was not at all how 
they felt about the 1954 court de- 
cision. Their children’s future, 
not the parents’ prejudices, had 
been seen in proper perspective. 
The fact that there would be a 
few well qualified Negro children 
among the thousands of pupils, 
was not, after all, important. 
What was, and is, important is 
that every child shall have a 
chance at education in a world 
where economic competition in- 
creasingly demands skills and 
knowledge.

Officer C. J. Cleveland said 
Hackett, Davis and ironworker 
Emmett Ledbetter were stand- 
ing on the scaffold as a 150- 
pound load of metal window lou- 
vers was being hoisted to them 
from the ground. 


Ledbetter said the load of lou- 
vers had been raised ‘“‘up even 
with the scaffold’’ when sudden- 


ly “‘something slipped up there— 
I don’t know what.” 


Hackett said that ‘“‘the outrig- 
ger up there started tilting over’’ 
as Davis apparently began reach- 
ing for the louvers to swing them 
into place.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP)—The 
United States cannot survive 
against the Soviet Union unless it 
resumes nuclear weapons tests 
immediately, Dr. Edward Teller 
—the “father of the H-bomb’— 
said in effect Thursday. 


Teller said this country is 
doomed to being a second-rate 
power unless it resumes nuclear 
weapons testing and that a sec- 
ond-rate power cannot survive 
against the Soviet Union. 


HAS NO DOUBT 


Teller, here for the Southwest 
Seminar on Nuclear Energy, said 
he had no doubt that the Soviet 
Union could carry through with 
its threat to test a nuclear weap- 
on equivalent to 100 million tons 
of TNT. : 


He referred to Wednesday's So- 
viet announcement that it planned 
to resume nuclear tests, including 
tesing of a superbomb. 


Another top scientist, Dr. Wern- 
her von Braun, said at a news 
conference in Little Rock that he 
felt a big bomb was of little value 
militarily. “It is better to have 
a lot of smaller ones,” he said. 
KNOWN FOR YEARS 

Teller agreed with this idea to 
an extent. ‘““We have ‘known for 
years that bigger bombs of this 
type were perfectly feasible, but 
we have found no urgent military 
use for them.” 


Teller also doubted the danger 
of fallout from nuclear testing. 
“‘Let’s keep the record straight,”’ 
he said. “Fallout from tests is 
not a danger.” |

Mr. Kennedy, rebuffed so often 
by a Congress that has refused to match 
his pace, must be vastly relieved to win 
this much.

The President is now armed with eco- 
nomic powers that enable him to wade 
into the fight and stick with it.

carries with it a clear and des- 
perate danger that appeasement 
of international communism may 
be the ultimate consequence. 

Khrushchey has given many 
fair words of late to Western 
visitors while he again tries to 
picture himself as just a pretty 
reasonable old fellow, a kind. of 
well-meaning Foxy Grandpa. But 
on the substance of the great is- 
sue over Berlin he has not given 
a single inch of ground. His kind 
of negotiation still presumes what

In this situation the West is 
damned if it does and damned if 
it doesn’t. It risks war against 
an irresponsible adversary if it 
does not negotiate.

No one who is only a commien- 
tator—or a senator, either, for 
that matter—is wise enough to 
say for certain that Mr. Kennedy’s 
conclusion to negotiate is_ the 
wrong decision.

of Georgia.”” As was to be expected, the articles +tirred a hornet’s 
nest of caustic criticism, the major portion of which is obviously 


coming from residents of those 


counties whom The Constitution 


categorized as withering on the economic vine. 


The Chronicle, of course, is in 
no position to evaluate the series 
from the standpoint of accuracy. 
We cannot know, in fact, whether 
or not any gross amount of exag- 
geration was permitted to creep 
into the articles. But if we accept 
them on face value, then we cer- 
tainly must say that Reg Murphy 
and Jim Montgomery, The Consti- 
tution reporters who authored the 
series, seem to have done a most’ 
comprehensive job.

The way the day started was sort of jolly. Three of us met for breakfast 
and went to Henry Grady high school to join our colleagues in covering the ar- 
rival of the school’s first Negro students.

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The Causes 
Of Loosened 

Nail: 

aus Vary 
By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Molner: I have two 
fingernails that have white 
spots underneath, and they are 
separating from the flesh. What 
is causing this? I have not in- 


jured the nails to my knowl- 
edge.—Mrs. S. 


In medical language this is 
onycholysis (‘ah - KNEE - coe - 
LY - sis) which s the nail 
is coming loose f its anchor- 
age. There are multiple causes for 
this condition. You pointed out 
you have not, so far as you know, 
injured the.nails. Injury can cause 
pete white spots as well as loosen- 
ng. 


Another cause, and very com- 
mon, is psoriasis — a skin condi- 
tion about which we don’t know 
very much, although it is very 
common, 


If you've been chronically trou- 
bled with psoriasis and then have 
some nail trouble that’ could well 
be the reason. 


If we can rule that out, what 
else? Well, being allergic to nail 
polish or to “clip-on” nails is a 
possibility. If that’s it, the answer 
is obvious: Give your nails a 
chance to get along without their 
make-up. 


Still another possible cause is 
some fungus, perhaps a form of 
ringworm, which has invaded the 
nail-bed. 


These are the major causes. 


Even the most skillful of der- 
matologists could not look at such 
a case and say at once what is 
the cause of the trouble. Treat- 
ment sometimes can be even 
harder than the diagnosis. 


Some types of fungus may be 
the easiest to correct. Allergy 
once it is identified, can be solved 


with reasonable readiness too. 
If it’s psoriasis, it becomes a. 
trial - and - error matter. because | 
there is no fixed treatment. With | 
good luck you find an answer on | 
the first or second try. With bad | 
luck you decide there isn’t any | 
answer. It’s that sort of a disease 
—not a dangerous ailment but 
often as baffling as anything medi- 
cine has to tackle. 


If somebody suddenly found a 
sure cure for psoriasis, he’d never 
save a life, because it isn’t dead- 
ly; but he’d reap a fortune, be- 
cause psoriasis is such a puzzling 
nuisance. 


Should a cyst on the vulva 
that drains from the .vagina be 
removed? Is this type of cyst 
cancerous?—S. K. H. 


Yes, it should be removed, be- 
cause these cysts can become in- 
fected and be mighty painful. Un- 
less removed they may drain from 
time to time but keep filling up 
again. As to cancer, no. 


I have drunk warm water 
every morning before break- 
fast for several years. I heard 
it was healthy. Then a little 
while ago someone told me this 
would cause hardening of the 
liver.—Mrs. G. L. 


A glass of water in the morn- 
ing, whether before breakfast or 
after, whether warm, medium or 
cold, is a healthful habit. It will 
not cause hardening of the liver.

ATLANTA FIRST 


Passage of the 19th amend- 
ment to the Constitution in 
1920 gave the women the right 
to vote. But women here ob- 
tained the franchise the pre- 
ceding year—1919—because they 
had waged a long fight and 
won. 


The first organized effort for 
equal suffrage was in Colum- 
bus, Ga., in 1890. Soon after 
that the drive was begun in 
Atlanta. 


There were meetings, speech- 
es, letters written and long 
telephone conversations trying 
to induce the Legislature to 
allow women to vote. 


It was a losing fight and it 
seemed that Atlanta women 
would have to leave all voting 
to the men. 


But in every group there is 
a woman who finally crashes 
through the barriers of some- 
thing or other. In this case 
it was Mrs. Mary L. McLen- 
don, known as the “Mother of 


_ Suffrage Work in Georgia.” 


In 1919 she stormed the At- 
lanta City Democratic Exec- 
utive Committee with a peti- 
tion to allow the women to 
vote in the city. primary.

Mrs. Frank Love is the pres- 
ident. Members edit a booklet, 
“The Inquiring Voter."’ A non- 
partisan group, interest and 
work is centered on metropoli- 
tan Atlanta.
